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On 27 November 1949, Dr. Dario Eshandia, Liberal Party leader, reooived a 
group of left-wing Liberals representing the JEGA,* who informed him that their 
movement will no longer accept instructions from the National Liberal Direct~ 
orate nor will it seek its sowsel. The JEGA considers itself an independent 
orgenization under the command of retired army officers, ineluding Generel 
Jorze Lartinez Landinez and Captain Gustavo Gomez Posada. 


The prougs which make up the J.GA inelude some which are definitely anarchistic 
end do not recomize the authority of the Liberal Directorate which they accuse 
of having sold out to the Conservatives. They particularly distrust Liberal 
leader Carlos Lleras Restrepo. As a result of this attitude, it is felt that 
there may be attacks on certain Liberal leaders by members of their om party o 
This split between the leaders and the masses is becoming more aoparent and 
has made it impossible for the directorate to carry out many of its plang or 
to form a national popular front. 


At the meoting with Echandia, the UGA group presented the following outline 
of its future activities: 


@ JEGA is completely rejecting the leadershio of Senator Carlos Llerag 
Restrepo, who is considered to have been larrely rosvonsible for the: 
diaster which has befallen the Liberal Party. 


b. JEGA groups have been orranized to fora resistance brifades in 3ofota 
and in the capitals of the Departnents. These bricades are secret and 
their members are desipnated by numbers rather than names, 


Ge These croups will no longer tolerate tho assassination of party leaders, 
but arc resolved to tare reprisals arainst Conservative leaders whenever 
the opportunity arises. They have compiled the following list of out- 
standing enemies of the Liberal Party:

f. The JEGA vroup believes that the strike order issued by the Liberal 
Directorate before the elections was most ill] advised, since it was only 
partially effective and hurt the workers economically. . 


Dr. Echandin, who was not in agreement with the above JEGA Dlans beckuse he 
thought the: were subversive and would only bring about ar ironclad dictator~
